Hicks, while on the way to the 
Union-Easton Trust Co. on April 
20, accompanied by Jack Corcoran, 
15-year-old messenger of the bank, 
was held up by two men on Page 
boulevard near Pendleton avenue. 
He reported the loss of $5209 and 
claimed $5000 insurance to cover 
that amount. Theorists have sug- 
gested that Hicks, who was “down 
to his last dime,” arranged the 
holdup to defraud the insurance 
company. They point out that the 
messenger, Corcoran, was robbed of 
checks he had been carrying to the 
bank and that among these checks 
was one for $3500 issued by Hicks’ 
tottering St. Louis Finance Cor- 
poration. On that day this com- 
pany had only $8 balance at the 
bank. Those who see a fake in the 
holdup argue that Hicks stood to 
gain $5200 and to delay his check 
in reaching the bank, through a 
robbery. After the robbery, they 
argue, Hicks and his confederates 
fell out over their respective prof- 
its, and he was murdered for re- 
venge or because he threatened to 
““double-cross” his accomplices and 
identify them as real robbers. The 
th: ats Hicks received from “the 
Union-Easton holdup crowd” are 
held to strengthen this theory. 
Insurance Fraud Idea. 

4. That the murder was a gi- 
gantic insurance fraud, partict- 
pated in by a number of persons, 
and that Hicks is not dead. 

This persistent notion is based on 
the argument that the easiest way 
out for Hicks, who found himself 
in such straits financially that his 
insurance was his only salvation. 
was to stage his own “murder.” 
Those who cling to this explanation 
believe that a body resembling 
Hicks was shot at and “planted” 
on Watson road, all the prelimina- 
ries of a holdup ané threats being 
cleverly arranged to make the 
scheme plausible.

5. A murder brought about by 
two bands of crooks with whom 
Hicks had become involved: one 
group being associated with him 
in shady financial deals, and the 
other composed of “hard guys” 
who did the actual “bumping 
off.’’ 


The foregoing theory was sug¢- 
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Suicide Theory Untenable, 
Going back over the _ theories 


enumerated, it may be said that 
the first—suicide—is generally re- 


garded as untenable. There were 
three bullet wounds in the right 
side, one in the abdomen ranging 
upward through the heart and one 
in the left knee ranging upward 
along the leg. A .45 caliber auto- 
matic has tremendous shocking 
power. One shot almost any place 
in the body will stun. Any one of 
the wounds in Hicks’ body was of 
such a nature as to make it seem 
physically impossible that Hicks 
could have gone on shooting him- 
self five times. Moreover,’ the 
fact that no pistol was found, that 
&@ man would not ..eed to walk 10 
miles on a muddy road to find a 
spot to end his .ife, that there were 
indications of a struggle—all ren- 
der this theory highly. improba- 
Die... . 

The second theory—that he ar- 
ranged his own mjirder-+rhas been 
attacked on numerous grounds. In 
the first place the Missouri Su- 
preme Court has compelled insur- 
ance companies to pay full settle- 
ment on the lives of persons who 
commit suicide. Insurance men 
say that only where it is a palpable 
case Of a man’s taking out insur- 
anc with the preconceived notion 
of suicide is any effort made ‘by 
large companies having agencies 
here to contest the settlements. 
Another fact brought out against 
such an explanation is that Hicks 
was not the sort of man to sacri- 
fice himself for the sake of his 
creditors and relatives. A straight 
suicide is hard enough to believe 
of Hicks, but that he should try 
to take himself out of the world at 
28 by arranging a murder would 
show a delicacy of feeling and a 
solicitude for kis creditors incom- 
patible with Hicks’ acfions prior 
to the day of the murder. 


Fake Holdup Weak Points. 
The admittedly weak points in 


the third theory—a fake holdup— 
involve Hicks’ letters to his brother, 
Glenn, and his business associates. 
He refers to the robbery as a genu- 
ine one and nothing has ever come 
to light to prove that he knew the 
men who were threatening him, by 
name. Had it been a fake holdup 
it would seem logical to suppose 
that Hicks was in on the plot and 
knew his accomplices. Detectives 
argue that Hicks was well equip- 
ped with gangster friends and had 
he known who was gunning for 
him he would have surrounded 
himself with a bodyguard, or else 
informed the police. 

As to the fourth hypothesis—an 
insurance fraud—its salient absur- 
dity rests on the number of per- 
sons who would have to be in on 
the plot. Unless a perfect double 
for Hicks had been obtained from 
a mortuary or killed fresh for the 
purpose, it is difficult to see how 
the supposed plotters could . have 
worked the scheme,

Theater in Deal to 
Control Local Movies 


Would Have Entire First Run Picture Field 
To Themselves — Small Time Vaudeville 
Likely to Be Part of Program.

HROUGH a deal which has been in the making all during the 
past week in New York, Skouras Brotbers, the local picture house 
magnates, will upon its completion assume charge of Loew's 
State Theater here. This will give them entire control of “first run” 
pictures in St. Louis and put the local field completely in their hands, 
making them absolute masters of the situation so far as the theaters 
which make movies their main attraction, is concerned. 

In addition it will give them contro! of all the Metro-Goldwin- 
Mayer pictures. Marcus Loew is the dominating factor of the Metro 
organization and these films, of course, were always assigned te 
Loew's. In addition the competitive bidding between Loew's Thea- 
ter, on one hand, and the Missouri and Ambassador, Skouras houses, 
on the other, for United Artists films, will be removed. 

The combination is a surprising one from several viewpoints. 
That Marcus Loew, who is primarily a theater operator, should turn 
over one of his finest houses in 3 “‘key” city to the opposition Is 
hardly understandable. Back of the whole situation {s the fact, point- 
ed out in these columns several times lately, that St. Louis is tre- 
mendously “‘overseated” in the picture field there being one theater 
scat for every eight persons in the c'tv with the specter of a new Fox 
theater on Grand avenue with 4000 more seats, hanging over the 
heads of the present theater owners. 


in his plan to erect a new house he will now be

does not produce anything like enough films to supply a Grand 

avenue clientele with 52 features a year. He is making some fine 

pictures—great ones like “What Price Glory” for instance—but few 
which measure up to big first run demands. | 

When the Skouras-Loew deal is completed there will be a re- 
vision in the loca! plans which will better the overseated picture con- 
dition here. It is thought that Loew’s State will continue to play 
Metro pictures but will become, like the St.. Louis Theater, chiefly 
a vaudeville house, the vaudeville part of the program being supplied 
by Loew who bas, in addition to his theater and picture interests, a 
‘small time’ variety circuit. 

This plan would take Loew's State out of the film competition 
and throw it into the successful field now oceupied by the Orpheum, 
Grand Opera House and St. Louis and give the finer Metro pictures 
to the Ambassador or the Missouri. 

he deal, as now being worked out, does not involve the pur- 
chase of Loew's State by the Skouras Brothers but would simply give 
them the management of the house.

Bryant McCampbell of New 
York, who virtually introduced the 
game bridge in §&t. 
Louis 16 years ago, and was one 
of the foremost bridge authorities 
in this country, died Friday aft. 
ernoon at his home, 1063 East 
Eighty-fourth .#treet, of heart 
disease. He was 49 years old and 
had been intermittcntly ill for 
about two years. 

MeCamphell was widely known 
in St. Louis society and had been 
an active member of the Racquet 
and St. Louis clubs up to his de. 
parture for New York, in 1917, to 
engage in business there with his 
brother, Leavalle. A book by him 
entitled “Auction Bridge Tactics.” 
published in 1913, was religiously 
read and followed here, and at- 
tracted considerable attention in 
the East and in London clubs. In 
New York, McCampteell quickly 
became known as one of the best 
bridge players in America and on 
a recent trip abroad his technique 
was avidiv watched in London. He 
war consulted by Milton Work, 
bridge expert, when the latter wae 
preparing his book on bridgé,-and 

thad been for years a member of 
ithe rules committee. 

McCampbell was born in Louis- 
ville, and managed the plant thete 
of the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. before coming here. In 
New York. with his brother, he 
was engaged in the manufacture of 
textiles and cotton goods. He is 
survived by his widow and by one 
daughter, 9 years old.
